Charles M. Schwab, president of the 
United States Steel Corporation, de 
livered recently to the graduating class 
of the St. George’s Evening Trade 


School, New York, at the commencement

“I will speak to you,” began Mr 
Schwab, “just as though you had come to 
my office asking for advice, and the first 
thing I will say to you is to come alone 


Don’t come with somebody’s backing 
Learn to rely upon yourself. That is the 
first lesson. If you come indorsed by 


somebody of influence it always will leave 
room for others to say that whatever 
position you may get you got it by in 
fluence and not because of your individual 
merit No true built on in 
fluence. You must win your positions for 
yoursel! 

“Then here is another thing that is es 
sential—vou must do what you are em 
ployed to do a little better than anybody 
else does it Everybody is expected to 
do his duty, but the boy who does his 
duty and a little more than his duty is 
the boy who is going to succeed in this 
world. You must take an interest in 
what you are doing and it must be a 
genuine interest.” Here Mr. Schwab told 
a story which everybody understood re 
ferred to himself.

Properly used it may 
be useful in such machines. Care must be taken to not mark a second time in the

The exception is a re- 
liquary of champlevé enamel, “in which 
the ground is hollowed out with a graver 
to receive the enamel which is to form the 
design, while the surface of the metal thus 
left visible is usually gilt and further or- 
namented with scrolls slightly engraved ;” 
the subject is the martyrdom of St. Valé- 
rie, the patron saint of the city of Limoges, 
and the reliquary, which is 6% inches high, 
is regarded as dating from about 1280-90. 
There is in the British Museum a marri- 
age casket with details which agree nearly 
exactly with those found on the reliquary. 
The painted enamels include a square panel 
and two plaques, which were in the Blen 
heim sale in 1883; the panel is apparently 
the earliest specimen of Limoges enamel 
which the late owner was able to obtain;

Its chief character 
istic is the use of a fine red pigment which 
owes its color to the red oxide of iron 
This pigment was applied in thick 
body, so that it stands out in actual reliei 
like drops of sealing wax 

Plates, tall bottles, jars, mugs and pitch 
ers with handles the usual forms. 
They are all decorated with patterns of 
great beauty and splendor of color, bril- 
liant blues, greens and the peculiar red 
being the chief. The designs are mostly 
flowers and sprays springing from 
branch, often with black scrolls on blue and 
white. Geometrical patterns are also used 
but mostly for wall decoration. The finest 
specimens of Rhodian ware date from the 
sixteenth and first half of the seventeenth 
centuries.
